Two new concerns, a Chicago leaf jobbing
and a New Toik cigar miuufactu ring firm,
were amoinr the heaviest investors. Al a
leader, the "79 Hoasatorio figured. This
tobacco which, when the season opened,
sold more readily than the '79 Pennsyl-
vania, has for bevcral months past been
much neglected, and only now begins to
loom up again in its deserved prominence.
The re.is.uis. for this may 1 found, first,
in the leluctaiice of holders of choice lots
of '79 Pennsylvania to part with them at
the present reigniuj; figures ; secondly,
in the now ineicasiiig orders by
jobbers for strictly tine seel aud Havana
cigais without the old objection to light
colors. In addition to this the sales of
ncrily 700 cases of '79 Ohio to manufac-
ture) s this week go in the hands with the
fact that only manufacturers of really fine
aud really common cijjars are busy just
now. The t xpectations of our mauulac-turer- s

arc s'or as heavy a trade as that
which chaiaeterized last year, provided
CoimieMs shall not interfere with the tax
on cigais. Any agitation by manufactur-
ers in tlr.s directi n will not alone clog
their business but seriously affect the leaf
market. The 1880 tobacco crop exceeds

-- the home demand (compaied with that of
last) ear's) by over 100,000 cates. We
must have an export outlet and an unin-terrpute- d

activity among our manufactur-
ers if we don't want to see leaf a drug in
the maiket. We can but repeat our pre-

vious waruiug to packers. Do not pay high
figures aud do not neglect to inspect the
crops of Ohio and Wisconsin. Samples of
leaf from the latter named states sent to us
by disinterested parties show a consider-
able percentage of very useful wrappers,
which may be bought at reasonable fig-
